T e r r ib le DlM aster 
l i v e .Men k ille d . 
Conpmtskcr (Pa.), October 29th.—A terrible dis­ 
aster occurred near Brocks tunnel, on the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad, yesterday morning ab iu t 9 
o’clock, resulting in the instant killing of five men. 
The railroad company have been strengthening and 
widening the tunnel, and seme distance outside a 
magazine hid been erected, in which was stored 
1,200 pounds of dynamite, to be used for blasting. 
About the hour named a freight train had ju -t 
passed through the tunnel, aud was side-tra keJ to 
allow a passenger train overdue to pass. 
Four of 
the crew walked back to the vicinity of the maga­ 
zine, and were engaged in conversation with the 
watchman, when people living in the vicinity were 
startled by a terrible concussion. 
The houses for 
fifteen miles around were shaken to their founda 
tio , and windows, for a distance of seven miles, 
were shattered. 
He rror-strickcn, the peep c ran 
from their houses, and upon investigation it was 
found that the dynamite had exploded with fearful 
effect. Everything in the vicinity gave evidence of 
the terr.tio force of the explosion. Trees were up­ 
rooted, huge rocks torn asunder and telegraph poles 
for half a mile prostrated. Nothing remained of 
the magazine, whi e the five men who were present 
w. re missing. 
Portions of bodies, leg*, arms, 
bauds and heads have beeu picked up half a utile 
from the spot, blit they were so baulv disfigured as 
to be unrecognizable. The names of only three of 
the vic’-inis are known 
They are engineer George 
Reynolds, brakeman Tice and watchman Hammond. 
Toe cause of the explosion is enshrouded in mys­ 
tery, and as the five ineu who might have thrown 
some light on the affair are dead, it is quite proba­ 
ble that it wi l never be kuown. Not far from the 
a ;cident a gun was found, and it is supposed that 
one of the victims discharged it, the concussion 
causing the dynamite to explode. An inquest was 
held, and a verdict of accidental death rendered. 
Great excitement prevails here, and hundreds have 
gone to the scene of the disaster. 
A n o th e r C o llie ry H o rro r 
ScKACTOH (Pa.), October 29th. 
An explosion of 
fire-damp is reported from the Pennsylvania Coal 
Company’s shaft. No. 7, three miles from Pittston. 
Thirty men were in the mine. 
Uve are banly 
burned. 
One is dead. The fate cf the others is un­ 
known.

Scranton, October 29fch.—Thomas and Jam* s 
Gallagher (brothers), were brought out dead, burned 
almost to a crisp. Six others were seriously burned 
and injured, arid they will probably die, having in­ 
haled the afterdamp. Thirty-five men were in the 
part of the mine where the explosion occurred. The 
balance escaped through the mule-way. The force 
of the explosion blew down the buttresses and pr.q.s. 
and ture the gates apart, lifting the men up bodily 
and hurling some a distance of twenty and thirty 
feet

New Yokk, October 29th.—The Tribune'* Wash­ 
ington special nays : From one danger at least the 
Mormons are secure. No action by the Government 
adverse to their interest will ever take them by sur­ 
prise. Their agents and missionaries are every­ 
where, and they arc always on the alert. 
Yesterday 
George Q . Cannon, the formci Mormon Delegate to 
Congress, arr ved here. 
It is understood he will 
remain in Washington during the winter, although 
he dots not greatly fear adverse h gUlatfon while the 
Democrats have a majority in either branch of Con­ 
gress. Governor Ramsey rails against the Edmunds 
law, and declares it is an utterly worthless piece of 
legislation. The annoyance it has caused them is, 
he says, one of the reasons why they have been 
more determined and denunciatory than usual iu 
their public expressions. Another reason he assigns 
is the activity of the Josephites, or non-polygamous 
Mormons, who have been unusually’ earnest in their 
denunciations of polygamy and energetic in ihtir 
t (Torts to convince the people that no orthodox Mor­ 
mon can be a polygamist. 
He says while numer 
ica 1\ weak, the Josephites are strong in wealth, 
intebig nee and influence, and are making some 
headway. 
Governor Ramsey thinks that if the sug­ 
gestions and commendations made by the Utah Com­ 
mission in its report had been framed into law, it 
would have been greatly strengthened. Still, in ids 
opinion, much more might have been accomplished, 
as the law now stands, if the officers charged with the 
duty of prosecuting the offenders against it were 
more energetic and earnest in th fir efforts. 
Even 
in Utah, he says, much could thus be done to check 
ano punish polygamy, w hile in other Territories, 
1 ke Idaho and Arizona, w here it had not secured so 
firm a foothold, he believes it could be virtually 
suppressed if the full force of the penal provisions 
of -the statute were brought into play. While Gov­ 
ernor Ramsey doe* not seem unfav rably disposed 
toward the proposition to govern Utah by means of 
n Li gulative Commission, to be appointed by the 
President and rovfirmed by' the Senate, he is in­ 
clined to doubt whether Con reas would be willing 
to adopt so radical a measure except under the 
pressure of a greater emergency than at present ap­ 
pears to cx’St. 
He also doubt# the wisdom of 
an appeal to military fcice, which some persons 
favor.

terdav, the Mormon Apostle Cannon was asked 
whether there was jmy truth in the report that he 
was likely to be the success >r of John Taylor as 
President of the Mormon Church. 
He answered 
that there was no truth in it, and that there is 
never likely to be any truth in it. Those who have 
circuí «ted this story do not know John Taylor. 
He 
has not been in better health for five ve*rs and he 
is one of those officeholders who, as Jackson said, 
seldom die and never resign. Mr. TayDr has uo in- 
tcntiun of resigning, and 1 certainly have no aspi­ 
rations for his place. 
No man need sspire to the 
Presidency of the Mftrmon Church, for the man who 
fills that position will make himself toe target for 
endless abuse.

CAUPORFU COTTON. 


The San Francisco Bulletin of October 
19th says : Messrs. Haggin and Carr have 
raised in K ern county this season about 
one hundred bales of cotton, as good, it is 
claimed, as any raised in Texas or Louisi­ 
ana. 
For some years experiments w ith 
cotton have been made in the southern 
part of the State, and the continued suc­ 
cess has demonstrated th a t cotton of the 
best quality can bo raised here easily. 
Messrs. Haggin and ( arr this year planted 
one hundred acres in cotton, ami have 
gathered livo hundrecjpounds, or one bale 
per acie. 
The cotton has been sold at 
about twelve cents per pound. 
B at it has 
also been dem onstrated th at cotton culture 
cannot be profitable m this State as long as 
labor is as high as it is a t the present time. 
Chinamen have been employed to do the 
picking, but, w ith high wages, they pick 
only 00 pounds per day, while the experi­ 
enced colored pickers in the Southern 
•States pick from *200 to 250 pounds. 
The 
greater expense in the items of labor and 
ginning tell against this State as compared 
w ith the cotton States to the extent of 
fully §10 per acre. 
However, the exper­ 
im ent will not be abandoned, and an effort 
is being made to import cheap and desira­ 
ble labor. Mr. Haggin has sent to Sweden 
to secure one hundred good laborers for the 
cotton plantation, and next year he hopes 
to make a still better showing. 
The crop 
ju st gathered brought in about 86,000. 
In 
the Southern States the profit would be 
fully $2,500, it is thought. Here, however, 
cotton costs about $50 per acre, which does 
not leave much margin for profit. 
Mr. 
Haggin says th at a t the present price of 
labor it would pay him better to put the 
100 acres in grasB. 
An experiment will 
also be made by Messrs. Haggin and C arr 
with the sugar cane during the coming 
year.

THE

TELEGRAPH 
AND 
DR 
GREEN 


Capital generally puts its best foot for­ 
ward. Dr. Norvm Green’s objections to a 
system of postal telegraphy, which we pre- 
sen’btl quite fully yesterday, may be taken 
as the official utterances of the telegraph 
company of which he ¡3 an officer. The 
burden ol the objection wound up with a 
plea for the purchase by the Government 
©t the lines of that company in case the 
Government determines to go into the pos­ 
tal telegraph business. This fact Bhould 
be borne in iniod constantly, m it illumi- 
aates the whole argument of the doctor. 
But he says Congress ha3 not the power to 
eng o.-fc in a telegraphic postal system. If 
the representatives of the people shall, by 
direction, establish a postal telegraph, we 
do net see what tenable constitutional 
objections can be raised. The power to 
establish post roads and postoffices cer­ 
tainly gives the power to carry at Govern­ 
m ent expense the mails over the one and 
between the other. That we have hired 
our mails carried is not because we might 
not nave done it by Government couriers. 
It will certainly occur to the doctor that 
ths Constitution does not give the power 
affirmatively to hire the mails carried. 
W hence comes it, then 1 Besides this, 
when the Constitution was framed the 
present modes of conveying intelligence 
were unknown. It cannot, then, be said 
that the Constitution was framed with the 
means of carriage in view. The telegraph 
as an avenue of intelligence was undiscov­ 
ered, and it camiot therefore be held that 
the framers of 
our 
organic 
law 
intended 
to confine the country to 
the 
system then 
in 
vogue. 
N o ; 
the powei to maintain a postal system car­ 
ries with it the power to use any of ths im­ 
proved methods of carrying intelligence. 
I t matters very little, so far as the consti­ 
tutional right is concerned, whether “ A ” 
wi.ivs, seals and mails a letter, or whether 
he pay3 a Government amaDuensis in the 
person of a telegraph operator, to write it 
for him in the Morse alphabet. It matters 
very little, so far as the Constitution is 
concerned, whether “ A s ” communication 
to “ B ” is carried by car to a given point, 
or communicated by signals known as 
telegraphy. There is nothing in the con­ 
stitutional objection. The establishment 
of a line is not prohibited, because it conld 
not be foreseen. It will interfere with the 
right of no State, because States do not 
engage in mail-carrying service in any 
form. The word 11 mail ” is to be construed 
according to the light of the day. It is 
not now as once the saddle-bags of the 
rider, nor yet the mail-bag contents of the 
stage ooach, but the postal car, with its 
b .xes and distributing clerks, as well as the 
immovable office and the rattling old- 
fashioned pouches. 
A post road, when 
-the Constitution was adopted, meant 
a broad macadam, or 
a 
rough, a 
natural or 
a 
corduroy for coaches, 
coaches. Y et will Dr. Green contend that 
it is unconstitutional now to stretch that 
word to cover rail routes, or even bailoon 
routes, if we choose to adopt them ? We 
think not. But he says that the Courts 
havj held that the telegraph is related to 


commerce, and that its business is com­ 
merce itself, and it cannot therefore be 
postal service. Telegraph companies may 
be regulated, he declares, as to foreign 
and interstate commerce by Congress, but 
Congress cannot, under that grant of 
power own the plant of a commercial 
business. To this we reply that the postal 
service is related to commerce and by 
parity of reasoning is commerce itself. 
The argumentof the doctor proves too much. 
The Supreme Court by the very decision 
he cites admits the power to exist in Con­ 
gress to which he excepts. That Court 
has held that a telegraphic message is a 
communication, as much so as a letter, and 
therefore it is legical to conclnde that the 
government may engage to carry the one 
as readily as the other. If the Government 
may own telegraph lines, it may buy rail­ 
roads and elevators and bake shops and 
operate them, says the objector. So far as 
that is concerned we are considering only 
the power of the Government as to its pos­ 
tal system; the other supposed powers do 
not logically follow, and are not related to 
it. But we may eay that it is not now 
seriously contended that the Government 
may not construct a railroad to facilitate 
t'he carriage of its mails, and should that 
be shown to be the most econom­ 
ical method, we do not doubt that 
it 
would 
be 
done. 
Beyond 
that, 
it is cot demanded that the present debate 
can be carried, because the comparisons of 
Dr. Green do not have any relation to the 
subject of mail-carriage, which we hold is 
expressly conferred upon Congress as a 
right. Now the adoption of a postal tele­ 
graph system is only a question of policy. 
Should it be shown that it oannot be 
economically engaged in, it will not be 
set up, and the objection of the doctor, 
that the Government would be beaten by 
private lines, is therefore without point. 
To avoid th¡3, however, he says the Gov­ 
ernment must take charge of the existing 
lines. This he would have done under and 
according to an Act passed in 18CG. By 
its term3 the lines it might take must be 
offered for within five years. Tnat limit 
has expired, and there is no legal obliga­ 
tion any longer involved. But he presents 
it ae having moral force and effect. It is 
possible that the Government may buy ex­ 
isting lines, but if it does it will be 
purely a m atter of 
economic policy, 
and not by reason of any obligation 
to do so. B at the present service here, he 
affirms, is better than in Europe, and rates 
are lower here than there. This is not a 
m atter at issue. We are willing, for argu­ 
m ent’s sake, to admit all he may wish to 
claim ou this head, but we do not see how 
it relates to the question in hand, which is 
simply one of policy as to the transmissiouof 
communications at a postal rate, by means 
of an agency which is more advanced than 
that now employed. 
Ths Government 
telegraph would enlarge the patronage of 
the Administration and increaso the dan­ 
gers of partisanship, says Mr. Green. And 
these are the most weighty of any of the 
arguments advanced. In these objections 
are found the most serious section of the 
problem. If wecannot control the service by 
civil service reform principles and practice 
it will not be well to engage in the enter­ 
prise. But we believe that it can be done, 
and that there need be no augmentation of 
the political evils that now afflict us, in 
that respect. In fact the whole tendency 
of the day is to a limitation of the danger­ 
ous powers of political patronage, and we 
are firmly convinced that the civil service 
will be speedily regenerated in this regard 
in every department. We must not go 
backward in this respect. We have made 
decided progress, and the country cannot 
retrograde in the light of the decided ben­ 
efits civil service reform is bestowing. It 
is claimed that the telegraphic postal ser­ 
vice of England is not a success. The tes­ 
timony is not uniform, it is true, that it is 
successful, but the preponderance of evi­ 
dence is largely in favor of the system. 
The conditions here and there are dissim­ 
ilar. While it is true that complaints are 
frequent again st the service in England, it 
is because it is a public service that we 
hear of them. Ot whatever complaints are 
here made again st the private corporations 
we seldom have notice. It is not at all 
probable that they are any less in number 
or gravity than those against the Govern­ 
ment operatives in England. The plea that 
the engagem ent by the Government in ti e 
postal telegraph business will be uojust to 
the citizens who are operating private 
lines, may be responded to by the answer 
that private lines stould be operated as 
cheaply as Government lines, and should 
command their share of business. The ad­ 
m itted large gains of Dr. Green’s company 
will certainly justify it in competing. The 
genera! good andconvenienceis to be consid­ 
ered. That the Government carries letters 
by mail unquestionably limits the letter- 
carrying of the express companies, which 
is done at a disadvantage by being handi­ 
capped by postage ; but with equal propri­ 
ety the express companies might claim the 
pity of the Government and ask to be per­ 
m itted to carry letters free from official 
tax. The questions raised by the article 
of Dr. Green are by no means exhausted in 
such a review is this, which but indicates 
the 
points for 
thought, that 
are 
capable of much elaboration. Nor are all 
the matters cognate to the subject em­ 
braced in the debate. There are considera­ 
tions more far-reaching still, that will come 
to the surface as the discussion continues. 
It may bo Baid, however, in brief, that the 
plea for a postal telegraph does not call for 
aoy enlargement of Governmental powers, 
Dor does it in our opini$3 enter the domain 
of dangerous or excessive legislation, or 
advance doctrines of interference with pri­ 
vate concerns or personal liberty.

Mr. Curtis, in Harper’s Weekly, after 
reviewing the candidacy of Mayor Low, 
of Brooklyn, and the effort being made »o 
divorce politics from municipal affairs and 
elections, says that Mr. Low's administra­ 
tion and spontaneous renomination upon 
his original platform show how deeply, 
rooted in the intelligent public mind of the 
conntry is the conviction that the public 
business should be transacted upon busi­ 
ness principles, and consequently that of­ 
ficial patronage should not be used for 
party or political purposes.

While 
here he has shown himself to be dissipated, quarrel­ 
some and desperate. In a quarrel with a citizen he 
drew his pistol. He was arrested, and l as since 
threatened to shoot the Constable if he tried to ar­ 
rest him again After his return he seemed icclinei 
to be more orderly, and a prospect of reconciliation 
appeired; but last night and this morning, while 
iu liquor, he became very abusive again. He de­ 
manded of Mrs. Lyle a loin of money, which she 
refused. Taking a lawyer with him, soon after 9 
o’clock, he went to the shop where Mrs. 
Lyle and Mrs. Stewart were, and threatened to 
attach her stock again if she did not give him 
money. He became abusive, aud drew a large pis­ 
tol.

Portland, O tober 29th.—A very important de­ 
cision was rendered to-day by Judge Deady in the 
United States Circuit Court in regard to the big 
railroad bridge question. The case bas been pend­ 
ing for some time. An application was made by 
Ellis G. Hughes, praying for a perpetual injunction 
restraining the Northern Pacific Railroad, Oregon 
Transcontinental, Oregon R-iilwaj’ and Navigation 
Companies and four other large railway and im­ 
provement corporations, from building a bridge 
across the Willamette river just below Portland. 
The application was based on the ground that the 
bridge would be an obstruction to navigation. 
Judge Deady decided averse to the application for 
an injrncUon, sustaining the demurrer and dismiss­ 
ing the bill. It was held by the Court that ihe Act 
of Congress authorizing the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company to build a road from Lake Superior 
to Portland, necessarily authorizes the c instruction 
of the bridge. The question is subject, cf course, 
to the judgment of a competent Court as to the par­ 
ticular location ai d character of its construction, 
touching the question of its special and general in­ 
jury to the interests of navigation. The decision is 
a very important one, as work heretofore on the 
bridge lias been much delated owing to the pend­ 
ency of the question. The work will now be pushed 
forward on the structure.

Full Text of its Iaw3 and Flan of 
Opera ion 
Reference has boeu made several limes 
to a non-partisan organization in ihi3 
city of citizens united to promote the inter­ 
ests »-f the city generally ; to &dvi?e concern­ 
ing its economies, and, if need bt», to take 
part in the selection of its officials, with a 
view to the c induct of the business Lffiirs cf 
the city upon a business basip, ami irre­ 
spective of parlisan politics, to the end that 
the most economical form of government 
and its administration may be secured. A 
full copy of the laws of the association, as 
printed for its use, his been in the poaacs-ion 
of tbii pjppr for some time. A brief synop­ 
sis cf the aims and purposes of the orgatiiz*- 
tion was made by our evening contemporary 
yesterday. It, is deemed by this journal best, 
therefore-, to now present the full text of the 
new society, which, is is understood, hss 
somewhere in tho re; ion of 100 members, and 
a large number of propositions fur member­ 
ship on file. The membership in understood 
to be representative of the good citizenship 
of the city : 
CODE OK LAWS. 
1. Tho name of this Association shall be “ The 
Citizens Association of the city of Sacramento ” 
2. The objects and purposes of this Association 
sball be to promote the governmental, financial, 
sanitary ami industrial interests of the city of Sac­ 
ramento. 
3. This Association shall ho composed of such 
citizens of ¿sacramento as may be admitted to mem­ 
bership by a four-fifth vote of all the members 
present at a regular meeting. No applications for 
membership will Le received, and no person shall be 
solicited to become a member, but any member may 
submit the name of any citizen, by depositing the 
same into a proposition box, on a blank prepared 
for that purpose, to which he shall attach hi * owrn 
signature. The Preeideut shall order a count of the 
members present, ami appoint two members to act as 
tellers to conduct tho election. The name of each 
candidate shill be sep^iatcly announced by the 
President, and a vote taken, “ Yes ” or “ No.” If 
the candidate shall have received a vote equal to 
four-fifths of all the members present he shall be 
dec'ared elected a member <>f the Association, ami it 
shall be the duty of the Sterrtarv to notify him of 
his election. In case of rejecti .u no record shall be 
kept of the ballot. 
4. As it is neither the purpose of this Associa­ 
tion to form a political organization, nor to pro­ 
mote the infcertsrs of ar,v party, or to advance the 
political claims of any man for office, but to secure 
for the City of Sacramento the highest digree of 
prosperity and safety, and the beat and most 
economical form of government and administration 
t e-tof; there! rs, 10 person holding a public 
office shill be eligible to membership after the 
adoption of »his c d • of laws, nor shall any mem­ 
ber fO remain who becomes 1 candidate or appointed 
to 1 ublic office ; nor shall there he elected to tnem- 
b.n-hip any citizen who is recognized hb profession­ 
ally or notoriously engaged in w ,rl, city, county, or 
State polities And this is so declared, because it 
is deemed that the work of the Association will be 
be.-t -promoted by non-action with the Association 
of fall such citizens. And for the further promotion 
of the objects of the Association, and their civoroe- 
ment from all political schemes, organizations, cam­ 
paigns, plans, and purposes, it shall never be in or­ 
der to c insider or net upon polifc cal questions, or 
the political predelictions of members, or the el tus 
of parties, or their platforms, or to remark upon 
and debate them at any meeting, except so far as 
may be necessary in referring to the work of the 
Association. 
5. It shall be deemed an 1 ffense for any member, 
by solicitation or intrigue, to endeavor to u¿e the 
influence of the Assccini'O • to advance his political 
ambition, ends or schemes, and for so doing he 
shall he retired from active membership with the 
Association, and for a violation of the letter and 
spirit of this law, the member shall, on the Lets 
being established, bu stricken from the roll of the 
Association. 
Ü. It shall be deemed within the protinceof the 
Association, in the advancement of its purposes, to 
put forward, name 3nd solicit the suffrages of the 
people for any candidate for office within the city 
government; but there shall be no such movement 
engugtd in ex ept ordered by a threc-fourthB vote 
of ihe members present at any meeting after notice 
has been given of intent on to propose such a move­ 
ment, acwrdingto the method hereinafter provided. 
7. If it is desired to enter upon any such move­ 
ment, the mover shall give notice in writing at any 
regular meeting, and the matter shall not be consid­ 
ered until the next regular meeting, or at a meeting 
ordered by the Association for that purpose ; or the 
mover may, if nine other members unite with him, 
give notice and require a special meeting to be 
called for the purpose, as provided hereinafter for 
special meeting calls. 
S. As the purposes, aims and objects of the Asso­ 
ciation are of the highest character, and wholly un­ 
selfish, and all for the common good of the people 
of tne city, the betterment of tbeir property, the 
improvement of sanitary conditions, the security of 
the city, the promotion of its industries, the econ­ 
omical administration of its affairs, and the applica­ 
tion of such attention to the business and welfare 
of the citv as the gtv'd citizen gives to his own 
affairs, it is therefore necessary that tho members of 
the Association shall submit to and agree to abide 
by, support aud defend the plans and reso utions 
devised by the Association’s judgment, and that 
judgment shall, except where otherwise provided, 
be determined by a majority vote of the members 
present at any regular meeting, and such obligation 
each member aB-sumes upon ms honor, by uni ing 
with the Association and signing this ctnle of laws. 
This law shall, before signing, be read to the mem­ 
ber.9. While the work of the Association demands no 
secreay, and it has no aims or purposes that need to 
be concealed, and expects to advocate no proposi­ 
tions that may not be openly declared, yet, for con­ 
venience, expedition oí business, and harmonious 
action, it is dee . cd l est to exclude strangers, and 
it is so declared that, except by invitation of the 
Association, no person not a member shall be pres­ 
ent at any meeting of the Association. 
10. The officers shall consist of a Prej-ideot, two 
Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer and Se geant- 
at-Arms. They shall perform the functions usually 
incumbent u^on such < fficers, and shall be gov­ 
erned, as well as the Association, by usual parlia­ 
mentary laws, Cushing's Manual being the final 
authority in ca9e of disagreement or appeal. The 
officers s all be elected at the meeting when these 
laws are adopted, and thereafter at the first meetiug 
in January and July of each year. 
11. The regu!ar meetings shall be held at such 
phcei as shall be from time to time designated, aud 
on the second Friday evening of each month, at 8 
o'clock Special meetings may be held at the call 
of the President or acting President, and shall be 
called at the written request of ten members.

An an­ 
nular eclipse is cue in which the moon does 
not wholly conceal the snn’s disk, leaving a 
bright ring of light visible at the time of 
greatest obscuration, about one-third of the 
sun’s disk being concealed at the time of 
greatest obscuration—at euneet. The eclipse 
will begin at 3:4G p. M. The laet contact will 
bo about 6:15 P. u , an hour and a quarter 
after euneet. Professor Davidson informs 
the tian Francisco Bulletin that the “ path of 
the annular eclipse begins on the eastern 
coast cl Asia, crosses Japan, and traverses 
the Pacific Ocean, reaching its southern limit 
in latitude 160° north and longitude 150' west 
of Greenwich, and passing about 9’ south of 
the Hawaiian Islands. At Honolulu the 
eolipso will begin at half an hour after noon, 
ana by 2 o’clock nearly nine-tenths of the 
eun’a surface «¡11 be obscured. The eastern 
limit of tho annular path is in the Pacific 
Ocean in Isticnde 15” north and longitude 121° 
west. The breadth of the annulus will be 
one minute and twenty-five seconds of arc, or 
about the one-twenty-third of the diameter 
of the eun. In Japan, on the central line of 
the path, the aonulus will last seven minutes 
and tix seconds.”

Q iite a number were present 
who are very much interested in the gambling 
ordinance, under the impression th at a new 
ordinance covering the ground of the other, 
and at the same time constitutional, would 
be adopted.

asked relative to the gambling ordinance, and 
asked what the Board proposed to do in the 
m atter of the tan cases th at come up on 
Thursday next. 
He replied that they would 
pursue the same course they did in the last 
caaes. 
Trie Chinamen, in consideration of 
having paid their ¡ícense in accordance with 
the city ordinance, would be defended by 
Henry Bdgerton, special attorney. 
The 
Trusties s.em to be totally indifferent as to 
whether the ordinance is constitutional or 
not. 
Its passage, they claim, was to assist 
in breaking up a system of blackmail that 
was said to exist between the gamblers and 
certain off) ere. 
If the case now pending re­ 
sults in a conviction, every gambling game 
will be closed—hermetically sealed, as it 
were—and will never, under any circum­ 
stances, be permitted to be opened again in 
this city, or at least under the present admin­ 
istration. 
M ark Fo3*,;r. Chief Engineer of the water 
works, toads his weekly report, showing that 
! 3,607,250 gallons of water L ai be>n pnmpsd, 
and tnat the machinery had been in opera­ 
tion 154 hours. 
There having been a great many com­ 
plaint.1 about, the condition of Twenty-eighth 
street, from K to M, it was ordered that the 
same be improved, and the m atter referred to 
the S trict Commissioner.

A L e p ro u s F in d .—Sunday afternoon, a 
Chinaman afflicted with Asiatic leprosy was 
found near the American river, about half a 
mile east of the cicy limits. 
Yesterday 
Health Officer Ferral, also a reporter, visited 
the diseased man. The scribe, in searching 
around over the vegetable 
patches 
and 
through tho thick brush, asked of eeveral 
Chinamen where the sick man was, but 
always received the “ No E a b e” answer. 
Near a cabbage raDch the leper was fourd. 
Ho was sitting on his bed writing, but turned 
when spoken to, and pleasantly answered his 
visitor. 
Hia face has no eruptions as yet, 
but is swollen badly, the swelling bring un­ 
evenly distributed over the surface of the 
skin, as may be seen on the Hawaiian lapere. 
He says his mouth is sore inside, and his 
breathing is very difficult, the nostrils seem­ 
ing to be almost closed. 
One foct is dis­ 
torted and ruined, the toes rotting away. 
The hands are being attacked by this deadly 
disease, and the fingers are a mass of sores. 
The legs and arms Bhow the presence of the 
destroyer, and, as tho cheerful fellow him­ 
self says, pointing to his rotting limbs, 
“ Bimeby, all gone.” He says he came from 
China two years ago, and to Sacramento last 
July, and is 37 years old. 
His countrymen 
take some care of him, as a little rice and 
some fish were seen cooked in a pot. 
When 
bidding his visitor good day, the poor de­ 
serted fellow courteously offered him a drink 
from his brandy jug, and it is needless to 
state th at the newspaper man declined with 
hearty thanks. 


A C hinaman's J oke.—W hen a Chinaman 
pays his poll tax it is the usual practica of 
the Collector to write some kind of a descrip­ 
tion in the blank place on the receipt, where­ 
by the Chinaman can be identified. Tax Ccl- 
letor Harvey stopped a Chinaman at the 
passenger depot yesterday and demanded to 
see his receipt. The Chinaman took one from 
his pocket and smilingly handing it to the 
officer remarked, “ Me pretty good m ac.” 
The officer recognized in his own handwrit­ 
ing on the receipt the words, “ front teeth 
gone.”

Yesterday afternoon School Directors Felix 
Tracy and .1. E. Slater, accompanied by Chief 
Sullivan, of the city fc'ire Department, and a 
representative of the R eco b d U n io n , visited 
the Sacramento Grammar School to witness 
the school fire drill. 
The visit was entirely 
unexpected by both teachers and pupils, as 
no intimation whatever had been given that 
snch visit was to be made, cor that an alarm 
was to be given. 
Upon reaching the school, 
at abont 2 P. M., one of the visitors remained 
outside of the building, at a point where the 
scholars could be seen as they emerged from 
the east and west exits, and the other visitcis 
took positions one upon each the first, second 
and third floors, near the stairways. 
The Principal, Mr. Rowell, then gave the 
fire alarm, consisting of five or six quick 
Btrokes upon a Urge gong, and althongh at 
the moment the first Btroke was given all the 
acholare throughout the building were quietly 
engaged in study or recitation, in an instant 
they commenced to file into the halls simul­ 
taneously from the various rooms aod pass 
down the Btairs in steady-marching double 
files. 
Those in rooms on the east of the main 
hallways passed down the east stairways, and 
those on the opposite side down the west 
stBirs, and in eighty seconds the 540 pupils 
arid teachers were outside of the building, in 
tbe yard. 
After a moment they were ordered 
to return aDd resume duties, and within four 
minutes 
from 
the 
time 
the 
alarm 
was 
first given 
the scholars 
were all 
in their places again and pursuing their 
work as if no interruption had occurred. 
The test was very satisfactory, and not only 
gave evidence of tbe good results from the 
practice of fire alarm drill, but also cf excel­ 
lent discipline of the schools, as shown by 
the orderly manner in wh'ch the movements 
were executed ar,d the promptness 
with 
which studies were fully resumed. 
The manner in which the drill is executed, 
is as follows: A t the first tap of the alarm 
every teacher and scholar leaves whatever 
they are doing ; the teacher goes to the door 
leading out of the room and opens it, during 
which time the scholars form in double file, 
taking their placea in order of their seats, 
with the boys in the lead, and girls follow­ 
ing. 
As soon as thus formed, they march 
out into tbe hall and down stairs with the 
teacher at the head of each school. 
A sim ilar m eth o d of d rill is in p ractica a t 
th e C ap ital G ra m m a r School, a n d should be 
in tro d u ced in all th e Bcheols of th e city , both 
as to m a tte r of g re a te r safety ag ain st panic 
iu case of fire, an d th e discipline w hich it 
affords.

The City of Sidney has arrived at San 
Francisco, bringing dates to the 4 th of Oc­ 
tober: 
VICTORIA. 
An important discovery of some specks 
of gold has been made in a water auger- 
bole, a few miles from Horsham, in the 
Wimmera district. The Mining Depart­ 
ment always believed that the water boring 
operations there would disclose auriferous 
country, and it is expected that gold fields 
will be developed there. 
The Messageries Maritimes steamer Sag- 
halien, with the Irish informers on board, 
sailed on the -0th ult. The men remained 
quiet. 
Detective McKay thanked the 
captain of the steamer for the facilities he 
had afforded to the police. 
There is as yet no clue whatever to the 
perpetrators of the mysterious commercial 
Bank robbery. The Directors have de­ 
cided to offer a reward of €1,000 for infor­ 
mation respectirg the robbery. 
It is understood that the new regula­ 
tions for quarantining dogs imported from 
outside the Colonies will be brought into 
effect shortly, Victoria, Queensland, Tas­ 
mania, South Australia and Western Aus­ 
tralia, all being favorable to quarantining; 
but New South Wales desires absolute pro­ 
hibition. The regulations adopted here 
provide for the immediate destruction of 
all dogB suffering from rabies, and that 
others must be quarantined for eix months 
at a cost of £50 per head to their owners. 
The Minister for Mines has invited ap­ 
plications from mining companies desiring 
to participate in the vote of t'l 0,000 for 
prn«pecting purposes. 
The Royal Brewery at Geelong has been 
bought by the Salvation Army for a bar­ 
racks. 
Tne Postmaster-General has telegraphed 
to the Secretary of the Postal Union, stat­ 
ing that the colonies were intending to 
join the Union, and they would leave the 
date of doing so to the home authorities. 
They will probably join in May next, in­ 
stead of in January. 
At the Ka3tern markets on October 1st 
some fish realized the following extraordi­ 
nary prices: Schnapper, £0 '_’i to £7 4} per 
dozen ; red bream, £1 (is lid per dozen ; 
garfish, £2 to £2 12s per basket; and small 
fiathead, ISs per dozen. 
The reasons for 
these prices appear to be that the rough­ 
ness of the weather has to some extent 
precluded the operation of fishing. 
A strange story comes from Piper’s 
Creek, sixty miles from Melbourne. A 
large savage animal, about as bigas a year- 
old heifer, with a great head, shaggy 
mane, busby tail, and heavy limbs, fright­ 
ened two young men, who ran away. 
Traces of the animal were afterwards seen. 
About a fortnight ago several children re­ 
ported having seen a large wild animal like 
a lion in the locality, the residents of which 
believe the young men’s story. 
A serious oatbreak of diphtheria has 
taken place at Carlton, and a number of 
deaths have been the result. 
Disturbances at the Salvation Army 
meetings are frequent in the Buburbs. 
In reply to the Wine-growers’ Associa­ 
tion, which urged that more effective meas­ 
ures should be taken for the eradication of 
the phylloxera, the Minister of Agriculture 
has pointed out that there are no growing 
vines within twenty miles of the infected 
district, and there is little probability of 
the insects spreading. 
At the Fitzroy Congregational Church at 
Melbourne on the 31 of October, the sum 
of £8 Hi 10s was raised towards a fund for 
liquidating the debts on all the Congrega 
tional churches of Victoria. 
QUEENSLAND, 
Good payable gold has been obtained 
near Crocodile creek, not far from Rock­ 
hampton ; two dishes were washed, giving 
four or five grains of coarse gold. 
An extensive seizure of contraband 
goods has been made by the customs offi­ 
cers aboard the Tannadice, Brisbane, on the 
20th, consisting of over 10,000 cigars, ltiO 
pounds of tobacco, a quantity of geneva, 
and other contraband articles. 
SEW SOUTH WALES. 
I)r. George Fullerton died on September 
24th. He was a Colonist of over forty 
years’ standing. He arrived in Sydney in 
1841, and wa* one of the first physicians 
of the Sydney Hospital. 
The biggest hall in Sydney, indeed in 
Australia, was filled night after night by 
people eager to hear the evangelistic ad 
dresses of Mrs, Hampson. 
TASMANIA. 
Shocks of earthquake still continue to be 
felt at intervals on the East Coast, but they 
are not so severe as formerly. 
Mining prospects on the island are rather 
improving. There has been a proposal 
made to grant £500 to test the quartz lodes 
at a great depth. 
Good gold-bearing lodes are reported fo 
have been discovered on the King river, on 
the West Coast.

Baseball Sunday—Haverlys 13, Redlng- 
tons 4. 
The Russian steamer Alexander II. arrived 
from Alaska Sunday. 
The steamer City of Sydney arrived Mon­ 
day from Australian ports. 
The annual shoot of the California Rifle 
Association took place Sunday. 
The thirtieth anniversary of Bishop Kip’s 
consecration was celebrated Sunday. 
The Immigration Association reports the 
arrival ef 1,168 immigrants during the week 
ending yesterday. 
The receipts for duties at the Custom-house 
for the past week were §107,825 40, making 
a total since January 1st of §7,505,492 55. 
Henry Peterson, the oarsman who so easily 
defeated Mclnerney, the Boston champion, 
last May, announced on Long Bridge Sunday 
that he was ready to row aoy man on the 
Pacific Coast a three or five mile race for 
§1,000 or S2.000. It is thought that Stephen­ 
son, of Valiejo, will accept the challenge. 
Members of the Pacific Rowing Association 
held a special meeting Sunday, to make ar­ 
rangements for the proposed Thanksgiving 
Day regatta. The matter of securing the 
champion oarsman, Edward Hanlan, was dis­ 
cussed. After the meetin? he wss telegraphed 
regarding the matter, and in his answer he 
accepts the Association's invitation to row in 
tha raco for the special stake, namely : §500 
to the first and 8100 to the second, the race 
to be rowed in shells over a three-inile course. 
For this event only two are likely to outer, 
namely : the champion of the wor.d and Aus­ 
tin Stevenafln, of Vallejo. 
There are t»o new railroad projects on 
foot in this State, and the surveys of the 
routes are now being made. The matter, 
however, is beiog kept very qniet, and the 
pxact routes proposed cannot be ascertained. 
It is knowr, however, that one of them runs 
within the grant of the Central Pacific for 
about thirty miles, and negotiations are now 
pending for the purchase of the laod neces­ 
sary from the Central Pacific. The lines are 
local State lines, hut of great importance. 
They are not, it is understood, project'd by 
Central or Southern Pacific people, and while 
being designed for State trade almost ex­ 
clusively, the j will be so located that they 
will form a most important connection, 
should one of the projected transcontinental 
lines be bnilt. It is believed that the pro­ 
jectors c f the roads are in earnest and that 
I'ne lines will Jos built. 
The Foifstry Commission, of which James 
V. Cclsman is Chairmao, is taking measures 
to protect the slopes cf the mountains around 
Lake Tahoe from the lumberman, who will, 
if permitted, soon s'rip off the trees. If this 
should be dene the lake as a pleasure resort 
would be ruined, for its surrounding mount­ 
ains would he rendered bare and desolate, 
and it is feared that the lake itself would be 
ruined. The Commiesicn will endeavor to 
have Congress give to California and Nevada 
the land bordering the Lke, that the timber 
may be preserved. The Central Pacific’s 
land grant covers a little le*s than half of the 
coveted ground, but the company has agreed 
to exchange it for other land equally as good 
that the Government may give it, allowing 
that now held by it to be given to the public 
for the preservation of the natural beauties of 
the famous lake. Until the matter is de­ 
cided the railrosd will sell no land in the vi­ 
cinity of the lake.
